NEW OBLEANB, Sept 0.—The battle 


for tho light-weight championship of 
the world and 120,000 in purso and side 
bets was won by Jack HcAullffe in tho 
fifteenth 
round. The fight, though 


shorter than was expected, was on ex- 
ceedingly hot ono. Mycr had tho nil- 
vantage In the flint round or two, but 
noon succumbed to.the fierce rushes of 
the little lad. Although the fight was 
not begun until 0 o'clock or thereabouts 
the Olympic club house was beseU;ed 
before B o'clock by hundreds of men 
who live In this city and nil parts of 
the Union. It was not an agreeable 
day by any moans, for tho rain camo 
down in torrents at frequent intervals, 
but that had very little effect on tho 
enthusiasm of tho visitors to tho city or 
thu residents thereof. 


liefore B o'clock tho urena was un- 


comfortably full of men who paid tlB 
for box seats, $10 for lower seats and 
?7.50 for scats in the gallery; and when 
ex-Mayor Oulllott made the formal an- 
nouncement that a contest for tho 
light-weight championship of the world 
wns about to take place ho received a 
rousing cheer. As the ex-mayor fin- 
Islied his brief speech Prof. John Duffy, 
tin- ofllclnl referee, c'imbed throrgh 
the padded ropes, there wan a howl of 
pleasure 


both landed rights but without mucTi 
force. A clinch followed. Just at the 
sound of the gong McAnliffe made a 
rush and landed his right on Myer'a 
head.

Bound Seven.—Tho boys came out 


briskly. McAuliffc continued to lead, 
but missed three times. In a rally Mo 
Aullffo received a right-hander on the 
back of tho head. A clinch followed, 
but McAulifto jumped away before any 
damage was done. Each got in a right- 
hander on tho body and there was a 
hot rally. Myer touched Mac lightly 
on tho stomach.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 0.—The following 


telegrams and cablegrams were re- 
ceived at the treasury department yes- 
terday: 


From J. B. Young, Asbury Park, N. 


J.: 
"National 
service 
gratefully 


acknowledges your prompt efforts to 
prevent spread of pestilence." 


Acting Secretary of State Adeo has 


received an unsigned telegram dated 
Hanover, 
Germany, containing the 


single word, "Cholera." This Is taken 
to indicate that cholera in a severe form 
has broken out there. 


From C. O. Probst, secretary state 


board of health, Columbus, O.: "State 
board of health will arrange to inspect 
lake borders and all trains for Ohio, 
should cholera appear on this con- 
tinent." 


From E. I). Jerome, special, deputy 


collector, San Francisco: "Tha steamer 
Panama, which left Panama, August 10, 
has arrived, and in accordance with 
tho president's order, I have placed her 
in quarantine. She holds clean bill of 
health. Dr. Lawler, the quarantine 
officer, reports that lie has given a 
thorough examination and found all on 
board well and has had tho steamer 
fumigated, and that in his judgment, 
all necessary precautions have been 
taken to guard tho sanitary condition 
of the city 
Under 
these circum- 


stances, the agent of the Pacific Mail 
Co. asks that she bo released from 
quarantine. Please wire instructions. 
Also state whether vessels which come 
from Panama via San Diego are to bo 
treated on arrival as coming from ports 
within th3 purview of the president's 
order." 


To these Acting Secretary Spalding 


replied: "The Allan steamer 1'anama 
and all other vessels coming from Pan- 
ma, via San Diego, to be entered after 
passing quarantine in the absence of 
information that cholera is prevailing 
lit those ports. Tho president's pro- 
clamation affects steamers 
carrying 


emigrants from Europe and Western 
Asia and other ports whuro cholera 
prevails." 


From E. A Waldion, agent Interna- 


tional Steamship Co., Boston: "We do 
not think the collector of customs at 
this port understands our steamers 
should-bo subject to local health au- 
thorities. Wo also think special in- 
structions should bo given for our 
line, as wo don't come direct from 
a provincial port to 
Boston, but 


make an 
entry at 
Belfast, 
Me., 


and 
then 
come 
coastwise. 
If 


special instructions could be issued, 
then we would have only local author- 
ities to consult. Will you not kindly 
telegraph the collector of tho port. 
Our steamers arc due to-morrow morn- 
Ing." 


Acting Secretary Spalding replied: 


"Vessels of International Steamship 
Co. from noninfocted Canadian ports 
exempt from twenty days' quarantine 
circular. If they pass quarantine they 
may be entered." 


Our consul at Berlin cables: "Consul 


Starkloff (of Hamburg) reports that ho 
has positive information that Hamburg 
steamers are supplied at Southampton 
with provisions from Hamburg " 


Our consul at Antwerp cables: "Sani- 


tary commission cf the Scheldt to-day 
issues mo lined bills of health stating 
no epidemic exists in 
Antwerp or 


suburbs, but isolated eases of cholera 
have been noticed. 


NOT HER HUSBAND'S FISTS,

Prescription Caused the Death ol

Capt. Huebler of the second police 


district had the case Investigated, and 
learned that the woman was knocked 
down and beaten Saturday night by 
her husband, Christian F. Knoeke, and 
he was accordingly arrested. George 
Ficke, who lives in the same house with 
the Knockes, only a thin partition wall 
separating their respective apartments, 
says that Knoeke quarreled with his 
wife about 8 o'clock Saturday night 
and knocked her down, and then 
struck 
and 
kicked 
her 
several 


times after she was down. Ficke could 
hear all this plainly through the parti- 
tion wall. Knocho admits tho quarrel, 
but denies that he knocked his wifo 
down and beat hear. He says that ho 
slapped her in tho face several times, 
and that that was all there was to tho 
beating Mr. Ficko charges him with. 
The woman became dangerously sick 
Monday, when Dr. Thumser was called 
in, and he was unable to save hor life. 


Dr. Chambers hold a post-mortem on 


tho body of Mrs. Knoeke yesterday, 
and in his statement said the woman 
died of an attempted abortion. 
He 


found a quantity of ergot in the stom- 
ach and system and also states tho sys- 
tem was saturated with alcohol. 


Mr. Knoeke, the husband, was asked 


if ho knew his wife took ergot and ho 
said ho did not, but last week she said 
she was going to tako some powders 
she had to kill her child. He tried to 
take tho powders away and then per- 
suade her not to tako them, but he 
failed. He did not know where she 
got the powders or the ergot.

cholera cases or any suspicious eases, 
were sworn in yesterday. 


For the first time \n many a year 


Labor day was a working day among 
the health department officials. All 
the oflVers and employes were at their 
posts yesterday. 


The fact that cholera has not yet 


made its appearance in tho city makes 
the health officials sanguine. 


President vVilson of the health board 


said: "There is nothing new to-day. 
We have made 
every 
preparation 


and are now simply waiting. I found 
yesterday that everything at Quaran- 
tine was working satisfactorily." 


ARKANSAS ELECTION. 


A Sweeping Victory for the Democratic 
Party In Yesterday's Contest. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 6.—Tho 


general state election was held in Ark- 
ansas yesterday under the new election 
law, and resulted In a clean sweep for 
the democracy, The following ticket 
is elected by majorities ranging from 
15,000 to 20,000:

The opposition, the republicans and

A Lumber Plant Destroyed By Fire. 
PiTTSBuncin.Pa., Sept. .'i.—Thismorn- 


inp; the mill, lumber yards, offices and 
stables of the Union Planing Mill Co. 
wore destroyed by fire. A lighted torch 
fell into a pile of shavings and the fire 
was soon pastcontrol. The loss is about 
$45,000; nothing was insured.

I had 
been at Sullivan, and got home Sunday 
morning between G and 7 o'clock. I ex- 
amined the head, and my flret thought 
was that it was that ot a man who had 
passed my house about three weeks ago. 
I and Geo, Ohenoweth at onoe started in 
the direction the man had gone, to see it 
we could nnd the body.

About two o'clock we began the hunt 
again, being joined by Mr. Josae Ben- 
dure, the coroner, and perna'ps twenty 
other persons. We continued the search 
until evening, but failed to find the 
body. This morning when I got home 
from Deoatnr, where I had been until 
1 o'clock, my housekeeper told me the 
dog hud brought home a human leg. 
This morning I examined it and fonnd 
it to be the bone of a human arm, the 
fleeh nearly all eaten off. 
Some time 


lifter breakfast Mr. Ohenoweth and I 
took a bloodhound and started in 
another search. In about halt an hour 
we found the remains. 
In the branch 


we fonnd most of his clothing. One of 
his shoes wat! on the bank^and the other 
was in the mad, down in the branch. His 
spectacles were on the bank. We never 
found his hat. Tho skeleton, or what 
was left of it, was found some distance 
away — the hips and legs eight or ten 
steps, and the backbone some fifty yards 
from where the clothes wore. Mr. Bsn- 
dnre had joined as in the search when 
we found the backbone. We took the 
coat, wrapped the bones up in it and 
carried it up to my house. Mr. Bendnre 
then got the arm, put all in a sack and 
started to town with them. 


I had never seen the strango man to 


whom I have alluded before, nnd have no 
knowledge who he was or where he came 
from. I recognize the clothing fonnd 
as that worn by the stranger. When 
he passed my hoaee he passed near 
toe. I spoke to him, but he made no 
answer. He was muttering to him- 
self. I was present when the coroner 
searched hie clothing; be found $2.35 in 
silver in the pants pocket, four 95 bills 
and a $1 bill in his watch fob. He also 
had u pocketknife, a pair of tweezers and 
a bone toothpick.

offioiale. On the contrary there is, over 
and above the economy that wonld thus 
be secured, a strong reason for the col- 
lection of national revenues from land 
values in the fact that the ground ysloes 
of great cities nnd mineral deposits are 
due to the general growth ot population 


Thus we see the Democratic party bos 


committed itself in the distribution of 
this argument of Henry George to his 
single tax theory, or the raising of rov- 
nnes solely from lands and lots. The 
Democratic party can always be de- 
pended upon to bring chaos to the public 
business, and when they get to the point 
of taxing farmers directly to support 
the government we will have chaos in- 
deed.

In the KEPDBLIOAN lost evening w«s 


given what was tbsn known m reference 
to tho discovery of the hand of an old 
mun, found by a dog on the Bob McKay 
place, south oC the St. Louis bridge1. Cor- 
oner Beadnre and others kept up the 
search yesterday and last evening for the 
body, without success. 


Mr. McKay has in his possession a 


blooded hound, the property ot W. H. 
Linn. This morning this dog was turned 
out hungry to assist in the search, and 
being closely followed by Mr. McKay and 
George Ohenoweth the dog sped rapidly 
south ot the farmhouse balfn mile to a 
hog lot, where the headless body of a man 
was found lying in the lot. It bad been 
shockingly mutilated by the bogs which 
were in the lot. Ooroner Bendnre was 
notified, nnd he brought the head and 
tody to the Greenwood cemetery office, 
where the inquest was held this after- 
noon. 


It appeared that the old roan, whose 


identity cannot be fixed at this time) had 
gone to the lot nnd had taken off his 
coat and thoes. 
These articles were 


lying close to the body. The clothing is 
of a dark gray color, or rnther • gray 
mixed, Ihiwe was no scrap of writing 
on the body, and no paper except a 
printed bill advertising tha Knights of 
Pythias conclave held recently at Kansas 
Oity. In the pockets of tha deceased 
was found (25.35 in cash, a pair ot spec- 
taolea, a pooketknife and silver tweezers. 


The theory is that the old man had 


committed suicide or had gone toiVeep 
and died ot heart failure, the hogs com- 
ing along to feast on the body. 


It is expected that sooner or Inter the 


identity of the man will bo revenlsJ, 


The inquest failed to bring out. any 


information as to the identity ot the de- 
ceased. The verdict was; "Game to his 
death from causes unknown."
